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Actinogyra Milhlenbergii (Ach.) Schol. was considered to be indigendus to 
North America until 1905, when Elenkin reported its occurrence in Siberia. In 
this summer (1956) the author collected a lot of good specimens of this species on 
Mt. Nuido-iwa, Simokita Peninsula, Prov. Mutu, a northernmost locality of Hondo, 
so that its distribution area was extended toward Japan. The identification was 
made by the comparison with Zahlbruckner’s Lichenes rariores, no. 273.
